Professor Ray man was asked for his 
view on the subject, and said:

the holidays.

work of t he term . 
Several of the teach­

first wee* of Jan u ary they can do so." 
Mr. Norris thought the plan of having 
a spring vacation was a good one, while 
Mr. McClain said the board should look 
after the pupils first and the teachers 
second, aud if the pupils were given two 
weeks thev would lose interest iii their 
school work. 
He stated that m any 
parents and teachers had expressed them ­ 
selves to him as being in favor of but one 
week, and said he was iii favor of the 
old plan of giving a vacation of one week 
1 in rh** spring. 
Mr. M urphy said the board should 
keep in m ind th at they were once boys. 
Mr. Norris am ended the motion so the

schools would commence Jan. a. 
The 
am endm ent carried Mr. M urphy voting 
no.

Mr. Raym an said th at a num ber of 
high school pupils anticipated applying 
for positions in the schools as teachers, 
and he thought

Hi* said he was wil- 
I ling to devote three hours a week out­ 
side of school hours to training the 
scholars in school m anagem ent and ped­ 
agogy if the board saw fit. 
The board adjourned to meet T hurs­ 
day, Dec. lo, iii order that Superintend­ 
ent Raym an could attend a meeting of 
tin* Eastern Ohio superintendent*, to be 
held in W heeling, at which the subject 
of vertical w riting will be discussed.

Causes of death, convul­ 
sions, old age, heart disease, paresis, 
spinal meningitis, marasmus 4, pneu­ 
monia, diphtheria, consumption, mem­ 
braneous croup, unknown I.

The report concludes by saying that the 
town is now clear of contagious diseases, 
and the health of the city is in excellent 
condition.

W ar Between the Arbuckle* and 
the Sugar Trust Mainly Kcaponalbl®. 


(Joffre was never so cheap tis at the 
present time. The decline iu green cof­ 
fee has bern so great as to seriously 
hurt many merchants carrying largo 
stocks in America and Europe. 
Keeping step by step in touch with 
this drop in the green product, tho pre­ 
p a re roasted brands have also fallen. 
In fact, the decline in roasted coffee has 
even exceeded that of green, not because 
the roasters were anxious to give the 
public a chance, but on account of the 
war being waged between Arbuckle 
B im , the big Brooklyn roasters, and 
tho Woolson .Spice company, controlled 
by tho Sugar trust. 
When this war began, about a year 
ago, the “ Ariosa” brand, prepared by 
Arbuckle Bros., was selling at IM cents 
per pound. The last cut made by tin4 
Woolson company and met by Arbuckle 
Bros. brought the price down to 9 cents 
per pound net, with a discount of I per 
cent for cash to dealers. In the same 
period of tim** gr^cn coffee has declined 
from 9 34 to ti'n cents per pound. 
The coffee used by these competing 
concerns is known as grade No. 8, 
though sometimes the still poorer grade 
of No. 9 is used. Agents of W. H. 
Grossman & Bro., who buy for the Sug­ 
ar trust, aud Arbuckle Bros, are scour­ 
ing the world for these low* grades. 
Representatives of both firms are sta­ 
tioned permanently at Santos and Rio 
Janeiro who have picked up this quality 
of coffee until practically the entire sup­ 
ply is in the hands of the two firms. 
The Sugar trust has thus far waged 
a losing fight. Not that it has cut 
prices below* a profitable point, for there 
t is still a liberal profit in roasted coffee 
of the grades used at 9 cents per pound. 
I The fight was begun in order to forcibly 
persuade Arbuckle Bros, not to build 
the opposition sugar refinery which the 
firm had contracted for in Brooklyn, 
j But the refinery is still being pushed to 
completion, aud its expected output of 
4,000 non els daily will 
more than 
sweeten ell the coffee the firm is placing 
on the market. 
The greatest sufferers are the outside 
roasters of coffee, who have heretofore 
obtained g<xid prices for the medium 
grades. In tin* rural districts and among 
the poorer classes the 9 cent coffee has 
been extensively purchased to the ex­ 
clusion of the somewhat better grades 
roasted by the outsiders. Borne of these 
firms, like McLaughlin & Co. of Chi­ 
cago, have been compelled to follow the 
cuts in order to do business ut all. 
Hath* r unwittingly the Sugar trust has 
therefore upset all its own theories of 
business and is giving the public a 
chance. 
The decline in green coffee is clue al- 
moj-t entirely to the enormous crop now 
being harvested in Brazil. During the 
month of August the receipts of coffee 
at Santos, Brazil, were 1,032,000 bags, 
against 648,000 bags the same month 
last year, and at Rio 639,000 bags as 
compared with 853,000 bags the year 
previous. This makes a total during 
that one month of 1,664,000 bags, 
against 990,000 bags in August, 1890.

A few individuals have sought for a 
solution HI this country in at hiast one 
community the emp loyer of 1,000 men 
insures the lives of all his workmen up 
to $5,000, and after 25 years of continu­ 
ous » ervice an emp loyee may retire and 
continue to draw full w’ages as long as 
i he lives. 
To do this the emp loyer say.s 
that it costs him not over I p er cent of 
his w'ages account, which he regards as j 
the cheap est ixissible insurance against ^ 
strikes and 
against the disturbance 
caused by con.**tantly changing his work­ 
ing force 
He p ut.s by every year that 
small p erceufage ot hi» p rofits to the ac­ 
count of wear and tear up on labor, just 
as he diies a larger p ercentage to tlie ac­ 
count of wear and tear up on machinery 
He is an carne.st advoc.ate of a national 
labor p ension and insurance system—not 
by the government, but by an associa 
tiou of emp loyer» .
